Kansas City, Mo., June 2—A re- 


markable spirit ot courage and enter- 
prise pervades the people despite the 
distressing flood conditions. . Water 
stands, as deep, as. ever-throughout the 
west, bottom?, in Argentine, Armour- 
dale, parts of Kansas City, Kansas and 
the -west and east hottoms are .entirely 
inaccessible except by boats. 


The Missouri registered 35 feet on 


the official guage at 6 a. m. today. 


The city water remain,s'shuit off and 


this is the feature of ^the calamity 
which distresses the people individual- 
ly most generally and is the greatest, 
source of alarm. 
The danger of a de- 


vastating fire is always imminent and 
the sanitary conditions are becoming 
terrfying. Already serious cases of 
illness have broken ont in Convention 
Hall, wbere the list o*~ refugees, now 
totals five thousand. Eighteen people 
liave been taken "from tb% hall to tos- 
pitalg. 


The saloons remained closed and re- 


tail trade is almost nil. The gas com- 
pany was unable this morning to make 
good its promise to have gas in the 
mains for two hours about breakfast 
time.

dition that identification is difficult. 


Gainesville, Ga.,' June 2—Yesterday 


afternoon the city was struck by a 
terrific cyclone killing 
possibly one 


hundred persons, unrooflng the city ho- 
tels, other large buildings and destroy- 
ing the Gainesville cotton mills. The 
greatest loss of life is reported in the 
destruction of the cotton mills, where 
about 80 persons are reported killed 
and scores injured. 


Eighteen persons were killed in the 


city between the center of town and 
the railroad station, where four large 
stores were blown down. The storm 
had driven many persons into these 
stores" for refuge. 


There were five hundred persons at 


work in the cotton mills when the cy- 
clone struck. The mill was a three 
story building. The second and third 
floors were completely demolished and 
the employes were caught under the 
wreckage and mangled. 


It is estimated that there are 
at 


least seventy-five bodies under 
the 


wreckage of the third ^oor and it is 
not known how many persons on the 
second floor of the building were 
killed. 


The roof of the electric car barn 


was lifted and the building badly 


dmaged. The railroad depot suffered 
also.

Tho river reached 30 feet at 7 o'clock 
this morning, and the weather bureau 
says it will rise higher than 34 feet, 
which means the flooding of cellars in 
many manufacturing plants in north 
and south St. Louis and the abandon- 
ment of the lower freight yards and 
tracks. Dwellers along the river front 
lave fled to places of safety. It is es- 
timated that 3,000 people live in the 
ow lands of the city.

Graphic Description of the I'nrtB- 


Madrid Content. 


Joseph PeniiPll, the artist and writer, 


has sent a graphic description of the 
first stage of the Paris-Madrid auto- 
mobile race to the London Daily Chron- 
icle from Chartres. 
Describing the 


racers coming from the top of a hill, 
he says: 


"As the cars fell—there is no other 


word for it—down the slopes and ap- 
proached the narrow bridge, jumped 
•with a bound across it and flew with a 
scream up the rise beyond one could 
see by the twitch of the wheels how 
agonizing was the strain on the driver, 
forced to make his way through the 
endless, uncontrolled crowds which 
littered the road from Paris to Bor- 
deaux. The government's neglect to 
protect the 
course was 
criminal. 


Thougli on the stretch of eight kilo- 
meters between Chartres and the first 
•village there were from 5,000 to 10,000 
people and 500 to 1,000 cars, no at- 
tempt "was made to control the crowds. 
The fools on bicycles and the imbeciles 
on motors careered about and drew 
up anywhere all over the road and 
only, escaped killing themselves and 
the raclpg men by the sheer dumb 
luck which is said to protect drunken 
men, 
children and fools. 


"Measures for preserving the safety 


of the public were either nonexistent 
or of the most ridiculous character." 


Mr. Pennell describes the scenes at 


the headquarters at Chartres and 
says: 
"Farther up the street was another 


car with a huge gash in the tire of 
one wheel, the other tire down and the 
•wnole twisted and bent, in the hands 
of a dozen workmen.

It is a great question, and we should 
wake up to its importance. New York 
state has made its canal something of 
what it should be. Will not Ohio also 
arise to the full appreciation of its 
opportunities?

He is a trreat 
harauguer. talks himself into author- 
ity, and, like a parrot, climbs with his 
beak." It is probablf, moreover, that 
the first form of the platform was tbe 
conventicle or meetii'tj house of the 
Puritan or Dissenter, for Butler, in his 
character of "Tbe Seditious Man," 
says that "if he be n preacher be has 
the advantage of all others of his tribe, 
for he has a way to vent sedition by 
wholesale."

time was of no practi'.U account. Such 
attempts as there wt-ie outside parlia- 
ment to influence opinion were made 
by means of tbe pn-s, partly by the 
book, partly by the pr.mphlet and part- 
ly by the journal.-C. U. Roylance Kent 
in Longman's.
